(List  of  Pests  Recorded  During  the  Period  July  1,  1943,  to  June  30,  1944,  Inclusive, 
as  Intercepted  in,  on,  or  with  Plants  and  Plant  Products  Entering  United  States 
Territory.) 

INTRODUCTION 

This  report  covers  the  thirty-first  year  for  which  lists  of  pest  interceptions  have 
been  issued,  and  summarizes  the  records  of  pests  found  in,  on,  or  with  plants  and 
plant  products  (1)  imported,  (2)  offered  for  but  refused  entry,  (3)  held  as  ships' 
stores,  etc.,  and  hence  not  imported  through  customs,  (4)  offered  for  entry  for 
immediate  export  or  for  immediate  transportation  and  exportation  in  bond,  and 
(5)  in  domestic  shipments  between  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  and  the  mainland. 

Determinations  of  insects  and  plant  diseases  intercepted  near  the  close  of  the 
preceding  year  are  included  with  data  for  the  current  year.  In  addition  to  routine 
reports  and  determinations  by  the  personnel  of  this  Bureau,  considerable  informa- 
tion is  supplied  by  State  and  customs  officials.  Staffs  of  specialists  maintained 
b\'  the  States  of  California  and  Florida  and  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  determine  most 
of  the  interceptions  made  there,  and  specialists  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry, 
Soils,  and  Agricultural  Engineering  determine  a  large  part  of  the  more  difficult 
plant-disease  material. 

The  scientific  names  of  insects  are  checked  by  specialists  in  this  Bureau,  and 
those  of  hosts  and  fungi  by  specialists  in  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,  Soils,  and 
Agricultural  Engineering  to  conform  to  the  international  rules  of  nomenclature. 

Statements  as  to  the  origin  of  plant  materials  inspected  cannot  always  be 
verified,  but  the  collectors  make  every  reasonable  effort  to  obtain  the  correct 
origin. 

It  is  impractical  to  inspect  all  mail  packages  of  material  sent  home  by  service 
personnel  located  in  foreign  countries,  but  such  inspection  as  was  possible  during 
the  year  indicated  that  these  shipments  involved  considerable  risk  of  pest  intro- 
duction. The  expansion  of  air  transportation  may  tend  to  decrease  the  size  of 
shipments  of  plant  material,  but  it  will  also  decrease  the  likelihood  that  incipient 
infections  will  develop  sufficiently  en  route  to  be  detected  at  the  time  of  inspection. 

SPECIMENS  FROM  AIRPLANE-CARRIED  MATERIAL 

The  increasing  use  of  airplanes  has  given  added  importance  to  this  method  of 
transportation  as  a  possible  means  of  introducing  new  insect  pests  and  new  plant 
diseases,  or  additional  destructive  strains  of  pathogens  already  here.  Although 
a  relatively  small  proportion  of  the  plant  material  inspected  was  carried  by  planes 
during  the  year,  1,237  interceptions  of  insects  and  44  of  plant-disease  organisms 
were  made  from  material  thus  carried.  Some  of  the  insects  were  mosquitoes  and 
other  "hitchhikers"  that  might  affect  public  health.  Among  the  insects  found 
were  13  larvae  of  the  Mediterranean  fruitfly  (Ceratitis  capitata)  in  an  orange  in 
baggage  from  Africa;  2  larvae  of  Anastrepha  ludens  in  one  orange  and  3  larvae  in 
another,  both  collected  in  baggage  from  Mexico,  and  121  larvae  of  A.  ludens 
from  10  oranges  from  Guatemala,  in  ships'  stores;  5  larvae  of  Anastrepha  sp. 
(probably  A.  serpentina)  from  sapodilla  fruit  in  baggage  from  Colombia;  Anastre-

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pha  sp.  in  an  orang-e  in  stores  from  Brazil,  in  a  pomegranate  in  baggage  from 
Colombia,  and  in  a  fruit  of  Syzygium  jambos  in  baggage  from  Venezuela;  eggs  of 
Acanthoscelides  dominicanus  (Bruchidae)  on  seeds  of  Caesalpinia  coriaria  in  csLVgo 
from  Venezuela;  citrus  blackfly  {Aleurocanthus  woghimi)  on  foliage  of  grapefruit 
in  baggage  from  Cuba;  pink  bolhvorm  {Pedinophora  gossypidla)  in  cottonseed  in 
baggage  from  Dominican  Republic;  and  various  scale  insects,  thrips,  and  many 
others.  Very  few  of  the  insects  collected  in  airplane-carried  material  were  in, 
on,  or  Avith  material  for  propagation.  .  1 

Of  the  44  collections  of  pathogens,  35  were  from  material  offered  for  entry,  for 
propagation.  Among  these  pathogens  on  propagating  material  were  Fusarium 
moniliforme,  causing  a  rot  of  seed  corn  in  cargo  from  Brazil;  Sphenospora  sp.,  an 
undescribed  orchid  rust  in  express  from  Venezuela;  various  pathogens  infecting 
orchids  and  other  ornamentals  from  Central  ?.nd  South  America  and  the  West 
Indies;  seeds  of  mangosteen  in  express  from  the  Canal  Zone;  and  seeds  of  Vigna 
unguiculata  in  baggage  from  Barbados.  These  records  indicate  that  even  small 
lots  of  (presumably)  carefully  selected  material  being  transported  at  relatively 
high  cost  may  be  infected. 

SPECIMENS  FROM  SERVICE  MAIL 

For  reasons  of  national  security,  data  accompanying  specimens  found  in  mail 
from  our  armed  forces  are  usually  very  vague.  The  large  increase  in  foreign 
mail  has  made  it  impossible  with  the  limited  personnel  available  to  inspect  more 
than  a  relatively  few  of  such  packages.  Even  so,  approximately  one-third  of  the 
322  collections  of  insects  found  in  m.ail  were  from  war  areas.  These  collections 
included  Anur aphis  tulipae  (Aphiidae),  Aspidiotus  cyanophylli  (.Coccidae), 
yl.  lataniae  (Coccidae),  Bruchus  rufimanus  ''Bruchidae),  Coccus  viridis  i^Coccidae), 
Corey ra  cephalonica  (Galleriidae) ,  Dacus  oUae  (?)  (Tephritidae),  Diaspis  carueli 
(Coccidae),  Furcaspis  hiformis  (Coccidae),  Gnathocerus  cormitus  (Tenebrionidae), 
Heierohostrychus  aequalis  (Bostrichidae),  Leucaspis  cockerelli  (Coccidae),  Lyctocoris 
carnpestris  (Anthccoridae),  Monanus  concinnulus  (Cucujidae)  and  Pedinophora 
gossypiella  (Gelechiidae) .  Approximately  half  of  the  137  lots  of  diseased  plant 
materials  found  in  mail  came  from  war  areas,  and  most  of  these  were  in  mail 
definitely  reported  as  from  the  armed  services.  Among  the  collections  from 
service  inail  were  the  cereal  rusts  Puccinia  aiiomala  on  barley,  P.  coronata  on 
oats,  and  P.  glumarum  and  P.  ruhigo-vera  on  wheat;  and  the  smuts  Ustilago 
hordei  on  barley  and  U.  tritici  on  wheat.  Such  material  might  introduce  new  and 
destructive  strains  or  races  of  these  rusts  and  smuts.  Other  pathogens  in  service 
mail  included  Bacterium,  savastanoi  on  olive,  Botrytis  narcissicola  on  narcissus, 
Cytospora  palmicola  on  coconut,  Difylenchus  dipsaci  on  narcissus,  Endocalyx 
melanoxanthus  on  coconut,  Erysiphe  graminis  on  wheat-straw  packing,  Lepto- 
sphaeria  heterospora  and  Mycosphaerella  iridis  on  iris,  Physalospora  orch'dearujn 
on  orchid,  Sclerotium  oryzae  on  rice-straw  packing,  Septoria  tritici  on  v,  heat 
straw,  and  Trochila  iJicis  on  holly  leaves.  Still  other  pathogens  or  various  hosts 
could  not  be  determined, 

NOTES  ON  INSECTS  INTERCEPTED 

FRUITFLIES 

Anastrepha  sp.,  probably  fraterculus,  was  intercepted  in  orange  from  Brazil. 
The  Mexican  fruitfly  (A.  lu'dens)  was  taken  in  orange  from  Guatemala,  and  in 
apple,  avocado,  grapefruit,  mango,  orange,  peach,  pear,  quince,  and  sv,  eet  lime 
from  Mexico.  The  West  Indian  fruitfly  (^1.  momhinpraeoptans)  v,  as  intercepted 
in  mango  and  Spondias  momhin  (?)  from  Cuba,  and  in  mango  from  Dominican 
Republic,  Haiti,  and  Jamaica.  A.  serpentina  svas  taken  in  grapefruit  from  Trini- 
dad and  in  niamey  from  Mexico.  A.  striata  u  as  intercepted  in  guava  from  Mexico. 
The  Mediterranean  fruitfly  (Ceraiitis  capitata)  was  intercepted  in  grr.pcfniit  from 
Australia  and  Palestine,  in  mango  from.  Hav  aii,  in  orange  from  Africa  ar,d  Portu- 
gal, and  in  pimento  from  Portugal.  Cerotitis  sp.,  probably  capitata,  x.es  taken  in 
apple  from  Spain,  in  grapefruit  from  Dutch  C  uiana,  and  in  cran.ge  from  Egypt. 
The  melon  fly  {Dacus  cucurbitae)  \  as  intercepted  in  cucumber  and  string  bean 
from  HaAaii.'  The  olive  fly  (D.  oleae)  v.  as  taken  in  olive  from  Portugal.  The 
celery  fly  {Philophj/lla  heraclei)  infested  celery  from  England.  The  apple  maggot 
{Rhagoletis  pornonella)  was  irtercepted  in  apple  from  Mexico.  R.  siriatella  v^as 
taken  in  husk  tomato  from  Mexico, 
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INSECTS  OTHER  THAN  FRUITFLIES 

Acanthoscelides  dominicanus  (Briichidac)  was  intercepted  in  seeds  of  huisaehe 
from  Colombia,  in  divi-divi  from  Colombia,  Mexico,  and  Venezuela,  and  Caesat- 
pinia  sp.  from  Jamaica.  The  citrus  blackfly  {Aleur acanthus  woglumi)  v,as  taken 
on  the  fohaf2;e  of  grapefruit  from  Cuba  and  of  sour  lime  from  Mexico.  Pineapples 
from  Mexico  were  infested  with  Alplteias  consyirata  (Galleriidae).  Anapholhrips 
orchidii  (Thripidae)  was  found  on  Odontoglossurn  sp.  leaf  from  England  and  on 
Oncidiimi  sphacelatum  from  Mexico.  Anuraphis  apiifjlia  (Aphiidae)  arrived  v\  ith 
celery  from  Egypt.  Aonidiella  inornaia  (Coccidae)  was  intercepted  on  a  palm- 
seed  husk  from  the  New  Hebrides.  Bolacothrips  jordani  (Thripidae)  w  as  taken  on 
grass  iii  s;Mid  ballast  from  England;  this  represented  a  first  interception  and  was 
ne'\  to  the  collection.  Brachyrhinu&  desertus  var.  (Curculionidae)  arrived  with 
sod  in  ballast  from  Scotland;  it  appears  to  be  a  rather  rare  species.  Bruchus 
luteicornis  (Bruchidae)  infested  vetch  from  Argentina.  The  turnip  gall  weevil 
{Ceutorhynchus  pleurostigma)  was  intercepted  in  rutabaga  from  England  and 
Ireland  and  in  turnip  from  England.  Conchaspis  angraeci  (Coccidae)  was  taken 
on  an  orchid  from  Trinidad.  Conotrachelus  oguacatae^  (Curculionidae)  infested 
avocado  from  Mexico.  Dinoderus  hifoveolatus  (Bostrichidae)  arrived  with  barbas- 
co  roots  from  Colombia  and  Peru.  Drymus  sylvaiicus  (Lygaeidae)  was  found  on 
Rhododeri'Jron  sp.  from  England.  Epicaerus  cognatui,  (Curculionidae)  was  taken  in 
potatoes  (in  baggage)  from  Mexico.  Eumecosomyia  nubila  (Otitidae)  infested  corn 
from  Colombia  and  Mexico.  Flatcidesfuscus  (Fuigoridae)  was  intercepted  on  tomato 
from  Mexico.  Gnorimoschema  gudmaymella  (Gelechiidae)  infested  peppers  from 
Mexico.  Laspeyresia  splendana  (Olethreutidae)  was  found  in  chestnuts  from 
Portu!i;al  and  in  acorns  from  Algeria.  Mordellistena  cattleyana  (Mordellidae) 
infested  leaves  of  Coftleya  gigas  and  Cattleya  sp.  from  Colombia.  The  pink  boU- 
w  orm  {PecHnophora  gossypiella)  was  taken  in  cottonseed  from  Argentina,  Domin- 
ican Republic,  Haw,  aii,  India,  Mexico,  Puerto  Rico,  and  kSt.  Vincent,  in  seed 
cotton  and  okra  from  Mexico,  and  in  cottonseed  and  seed  cotton  in  soldiers'  mail. 
Pseudococcus  boninsis  (Coccidae)  was  found  on  sugarcane  from  Mexico.  Psyl- 
liodes  chrysocephala  (Chr3^somelidae)  arrived  with  turnips  from  England.  The 
mango  weevil  (Sternochetus  mangiferae)  w  as  intercepted  in  mangoes  from  Australia, 
Haw^aii,  and  India.  Taenioihrips  ericae  (Thripidae)  was  taken  on  heather  from 
Scotland. 

NOTES  ON  PLANT  DISEASES  INTERCEPTED 

Plant  diseases  found  during  the  year  included  some  that  have  been  trouble- 
some for  years  and  others  concerning  which  little  is  knowm.  Among  the  former 
were  Dutch  elm  disease  (Ceratostomella  ulmi),  white  pine  blister  rust  (Cronar- 
tium  ribicola),  flax  rust  (Melampsjra  lini),  banana  leaf  spot  (Cercospora  musae), 
the  bulb  and  stem  nematode  {Ditylenchus  dipsaci),  and  the  citrus  diseases  black 
spot  {Phoma  citricarpa)  and  sweet  orange  scab  (Elsinoe  australis).  A  lemon 
reaching  here  via  South  Africa  had  lesions  resembling  those  of  citrus  canker 
{Bacterium  citri),  but  no  undoubted  specimens  of  this  disease  were  found  during 
the  year.  Among  the  pathogens  found  which  inight  be  important  were  the  nema- 
todes Aphelenchus  sp.  on  onion  and  Aphelenchoides  sp.  on  lily  bulbs  from  Mexico, 
and  Ditylenchus,  n.  sp.,  on  false  leek  {Nothoscordum  sp.)  from  Uruguay.  In 
addition  to  numerous  interceptions  of  grain  rusts  and  smuts,  which  are  always 
likely  to  represent  serious  strains  not  present  in  the  United  States,  one  interception 
was  made  of  Kuehneola  uredinis  on  Rubus  fruiicosus  from  Australia,  which  might 
represent  a  menace  to  our  Rubus  spp. 

Among  the  apparently  undescribed  species  intercepted  were  two  rusts,  Aecidium, 
sp.  on  Othonna  crassifolia  from  South  Africa  and  Sphenospora  sp.  (to  be  described 
by  G.  B.  Cummins)  on  Cycnoches  chlorochilon  (an  orchid)  from  Venezuela. 
Another  new  orchid  fungus  was  Selenophoma  sp.  on  Odontoglossurn  cordatum 
from  Guatemala.  An  Ascochyta  on  Mertya  sincLairi  from  New  Zealand  might 
also  be  new.  New-  nematodes  included  Aphelenchoides  sp.  on  Liliuni  longi- 
florum  from  Mexico,  Aporcelaimus  sp.  on  carnation  from  Mexico,  Ditylenchus  sp. 
on  Nothoscordum  sp.  from  Uruguay,  and  Labronema  sp.  on  Lilium  sp.  from  Mexico. 
Others  that  ma}^  be  new  species  were  Aphelenchus  sp.  (related  to  A.avenae  Bastian) 
on  onion  from  Mexico,  Cephdlobus  sp.  on  Hieronymiella  clidanthoides  from  Argen- 
tina, Chiloplacus  sp.  on  Amaryllis  sp.  from  New^  Zealand,  Chiloplacus  sp.  on 
Hieronymiella  clidanthoides  from  Argentina,  and  Heterodera  sp.  of  the  H.  schachtii 
group  on  Petrophyium  hendersoni  from  Canada. 

The  year's  interceptions  included  28  named  pathogens  new  to  the  interception 
files,  9  on  additional  hosts  for  these  files,  and  32  from  additional  countries  or 
areas  for  the  records  of  the  pathogens  concerned. 


4  BUREAU  OF  ENTOMOLOGY  AND  PLANT  QUARANTINE 


COMMON  PESTS  INTERCEPTED 

Most  of  the  insects  and  plant  diseases  found  during  the  inspection  of  plant 
material  are  readily  recognized  as  species  already  well  established  in  this  country. 
In  normal  times  representative  samples  of  such  forms  are  taken  rather  frequently 
and  checked  to  make  sure  that  similar  forms  not  yet  established  are  not  being 
overlooked.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  make  the  usual  number  of  such  records 
during  the  past  year,  but  those  that  were  made  are  summarized  here.  The 
numbers  following  the  names  of  the  pests  indicate  the  number  of  countries  of 
origin  included  and  the  number  of  interceptions  recorded. 

INSECTS 

Common  insects  intercepted  10  or  more  times,  and  recorded,  included  Acan- 
thoscelides  ohtecius  (8-48),  Ahasverus  advena  (12-23),  Anthonomvs  eugenii  (1- 
3,033),  Aonidiella  aurantii  (6-72),  Aphis  gossypii  (7-12),  Araecerus  fasciculatus 
(10-14),  Aspidiotus  cyanophylli  (13-44),  A.  hederae  (10-41),  A.  lataniae  (19-184), 
A.  perniciosus  (4-12),  Carpocapsa  pomonella  (5-107),  Cerataphis  lataniae  (8-41), 
Chionaspis  citri  (4-23),  Chrysompkalus  aonidum  (17-52),  C.  dictyospermi  (13-73), 
Coccus  hesperidum  (9-30),  Diaspis  hoisduvalii  (18-178),  Gnorimoschern.a  oper- 
culella  (14-146),  Heliothis  armigera  (7-6,696),  H.  virescens  (2-183),  Hippodamia 
convergens  (1-18),  Howardia  hiclavis  (10-18),  Keiferia  lycopersicella  (1-5,829), 
Laphygma  exigua  (2-171),  L.  frugiperda  (2-363),  Lasioderma  serricorne  (6-14), 
Lepidosaphes  beckii  (21-132),  L.  gloverii  (8-13),  Lorita  abornana  chatka  (1-16), 
Alurgantia  histrionica  (1-37),  Myzus  persicae  (5—13),  Necrohia  rufipes  (11-14), 
Oryzaephilvs  surinamensis  (9-20),  Parlatoria  pergandii  (14-52),  Pinnaspis  minor 
(14-62),  Plodia  interpuncteUa  (11-33),  Pseudococcvs  aonidum  (9-37),  P.  hrevipes 
(10—25),  P.  citri  (9-20),  Rhizoglyphus  echinopus  (9-34),  Saissetia  hemisphaerica 
(10-109),  S.  oleae  (6-13),  Selenaspidus  articulatus  (20-43),  Sitophilus  oryza  (12- 
19),  Tribolium  castaneurn  (12-30),  Typhaea  stercorea  (10-28). 

In  addition  there  were  2,614  interceptions  belonging  to  524  species  which  were 
not  deemed  to  be  of  sufficient  importance  from  the  plant-quarantine  viewpoint  to 
warrant  listing  them  by  species.  The  number  of  more  or  less  cosmopolitan  species 
totaled  20,789. 

DISEASES 

Common  plant  diseases  reported  10  or  more  times  included  Actinomyces  scabies

roseum  (1-38),  Cercospora  beticola  (1-24),  C.  rosicola  (4-39),  Cladosporium  fulvum 
(3-140),  C.  herbarum  (1-43),  Colletotrichum  circinans  (1-846),  C.  gloeosporioides 
(12-92),  C.  lindemuthianum  (5-27),  C.  orchidearum  (6-15),  C.  phomoides  (1-14), 
Corticium  vagum  (11-561),  Diaporthe  citri  (20-63),  Diplocarpon  rosae  (2-22), 
Diplodia  natalensis  (10-42),  Elsinoe  fawcettii  (16-69),  Erysiphe  polygoni  (1-69), 
Gloeosporium  limetticolum  (10-49),  G.  musarum  (3-22),  Helminthosporium  allii 
(7-1,427),  Heterodera  marioni  (12-24),  Heterosporiuyn  echinulatum  (5-16),  Myco- 
sphaerella  pinodes  (4-21),  Oospora  citri-aurantii  (6-51),  O.  lactis  parasitica  (3-67), 
0.  pustulans  (3-10),  Penicillium  digiiatum  (11-129),  P.  italicum  (8-28),  Phoma 
destructiva  (1-39),  Puccinia  allii  (4-26),  P.  chrysanthemi  (1-12),  P.  graininis 
(15-97),  P.  porri  (7-17),  P.  purpurea  (1-45),  P.  rubigo-vera  (6-45),  Rhizopus 
nigricans  (14-471),  Sclerotinia  sclerotiorum  (7-16),  Sclerotium  oryzae  (3-15), 
Spondylocladium  atrovirens  (8-32),  Tilletia  tritici  (1-205),  Uromyces  phaseoli 
typica  (2-11),  Ustilago  niaydis  (1-10),  Venturia  inaequalis  (13-51),  Verticillium 
cinnabarina  (9-22), 

In  addition  to  the  species  listed  116  interceptions  of  35  other  species  of  common 
pathogens  were  recorded,  making  a  total  of  8,579  interceptions  of  common  dis- 
eases. 

INCOMPLETELY  DETERMINED  PESTS 

Among  the  pests  found  bj'  inspectors  are  many  which  cannot  be  fully  deter- 
mined. Some  of  them  are  new  to  science,  but  most  of  them  are  in  a  stage  or 
condition  that  makes  definite  determination  impracticable. 

INSECTS 

Among  the  incompletely  determined  insects  intercepted  during  the  year  were 
the  following  fruitflies:  Anastrepha  sp.,  probably  fraterculus,  taken  in  grapefruit 
and  orange  from  Brazil  at  ^lobile  and  New  Orleans;  Anastrepha  sp.,  perhaps 
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hidens,  at  El  Paso  in  orange  from  Mexico;  Anastrepha  sp.,  probably  momhinprae- 
optans,  at  El  Paso  in  mango  from  Mexico;  Anastrepha  sp.,  probably  serpentina,  at 
Miami  in  sapodilla  from  Colombia;  Anastrepha  sp.  at  Brownsville,  Elagle  Pass,  El 
Paso,  Fort  Worth,  Hidalgo,  Laredo,  Miami,  Mobile,  and  New  York  in  apple, 
avocado,  grapefruit,  guava,  mango,  orange,  peach,  pear,  pomegranate,  and  quince 
from  Brazil,  Colombia,  Haiti,  Mexico,  Trinidad,  and  Venezuela;  perhaps  Ccratitis 
sp.  at  Norfolk  in  orange  from  Egypt;  Rhagoletis  sp.,  probably  juglondis,  at  El 
Paso  in  Persian  walnut  from  Mexico;  Rhagoletis  sp.  at  El  Paso,  Hidalgo,  and 
Laredo  in  husk  tomato,  red  haw,  and  thornapple  from  Mexico.  Three  intercep- 
tions which  could  not  be  identified  beyond  family  (Tephritidae)  were  taken  at 
El  Paso  and  Hoboken  in  rose  hips  and  on  wild  currant  from  Canada  and  Mexico. 

The  following  miscellaneous  insects  of  special  interest  w^ere  intercepted:  An 
undescribed  aleyrodid  (Aieuroparadoxus  sp.)  on  Cape-jasmine  and  ebony  was 
taken  at  Brownsville  from  Mexico;  Amorhia  sp.,  possibly  phaseolana  Busck 
(Tortricidae),  at  Laredo  in  tomato  from  Mexico;  Anthonomus  sp.,  near  squamans 
Champ.  (Curculionidae),  at  Hidalgo  with  lettuce  from  Mexico;  Atomaria  sp., 
probably  atra  (Hbst.)  (Cryptophagidae),  at  New  York  in  sod  from  Scotland; 
Bulia  sp.,  apparently  similaris  Richards  (Phalaenidae) ,  at  Eagle  Pass  in  Cassia 
fistula  from  JVlexico;  Centrinaspis  sp.,  near  tonsilis  Boh.  (Curculionidae),  at 
Douglas  and  Nogales  in  corn  from  Mexico;  Coccotrypes  sp.,  near  thrinacis  Hopk. 
(Scolytidae),  at  San  Juan  in  seeds  of  Cananga  odorata  from  Haiti;  Cylas  sp.,  near 
compressus  Hartm.  (Curculionidae),  at  the  Inspection  House,  Washington,  D.  C, 
in  sweetpotato  from  Africa;  Dalopius  sp.,  probably  marginatus  L.  (Elateridae), 
at  New  Y'ork  in  sod  ballast  from  Scotland;  Ereuneiis  sp.,  probably  minuscula 
Wlsm.  (Tineidae),  at  Houston  in  stem  of  banana  plant  from  a  South  Pacific 
island;  Gymnandrosoma  sp.  (Olethreutidae)  at  Eagle  Pass  and  Galveston  in  orange 
from  Mexico  and  at  New  York  in  orange  from  Trinidad;  Heilipus  sp.,  probably 
lauri  Boh.  (Curculionidae),  at  Brownsville  in  avocado  seed  from  Mexico;  Hylocurus 
sp.,  possibly  vagahundus  Bldfd.  (Scolytidae),  at  Nogales  in  bamboo  from  Mexico; 
Nertiis  sp.,  probably  suturalis  Boh,  (Curculionidae),  at  Laredo  and  Nogales  in 
bamboo  from  Mexico;  Pachyinerus  sp.,  near  olearius  Bridwell  (Bruchidae),  at 
Houston  in  Acrocomia  sp.,  and  at  New  York  in  Attalea  sp.  from  Brazil;  Tetraleu- 
rodes  sp.,  near  Q.  and  B.  ( Aleyrodidae) ,  at  Hoboken  on  leaf  of  Spondias  sp.  (?) 
from  Mexico;  Trichobaris  sp.  (Curculionidae),  at  Brownsville,  Hidalgo,  and 
Laredo  in  husk  tomato  from  Mexico. 

There  were  also  2,960  interceptions,  distributed  among  568  genera,  which  could 
be  identified  to  genus  only,  A  total  of  87  could  be  determined  to  family  and 
subfamily  only.

DISEASES 

Among  the  incompletely  determined  plant  pathogens  and  associated  organisms 
taken  during  the  year  were  a  number  of  sufficient  interest  to  be  noted  here. 
Aecidium  sp.  was  found  on  Othonna  crassifolia  from  South  Africa,  a  new  host 
and  perhaps  a  new  rust  species.  Aphelenchoides,  n.  sp.,  a  new  nematode,  was 
found  on  an  Easter  lily  bulb  from  Mexico.  Aporcelaimus,  n.  sp.,  another  nema- 
tode, was  found  on  carnations  from  Mexico.  A  leaf  spot  caused  by  Ascochyta 
sp.  on  Meryta  sinclairi  from  New  Zealand  may  be  new^  as  no  such  fungus  seems 
to  have  been  reported  for  this  host.  Cephalohus  sp.  and  Chiloplacus  sp.,  prob- 
ably new  species  of  nematodes,  occurred  on  a  bulb  of  Hieronymiella  clidanthoides 
from  Argentina.  Chiloplacus  sp.,  possibly  a  new  nematode,  was  taken  from 
an  Amaryllis  bulb  from  New  Zealand.  Ditylenchus,  n.  sp.,  was  intercepted  on 
Nothoscordum  bulbs  from  Uruguay.  Lahronema,  n,  sp.,  nematode,  was  found 
on  a  lily  bulb  from  Mexico.  Selenophoma,  n.  sp.,  was  intercepted  on  Brassia 
verrucosa  grandiflora  and  Odontoglossum  cordatum  from  Guatemala.  Sphenospora, 
n.  sp.,  a  rust,  was  found  infecting  Cycnoches  chlorochilon,  an  orchid,  from  Venezuela. 
A  number  of  undetermined  rusts  and  smuts  of  grains  and  grasses  from  various 
areas  were  found. 

Incompletely  determined  pathogens  recorded  during  the  year  totaled  6,515.
